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@ur Catalogue Fllustrations. 


A much needed reform and one 
that should be particularly called to 
the attention of our catalogue mak- 
ers is the bettering of the illustra- 
tions used in their works, Atpres- 
ent they are a hideous lot of misfit 
pictures, a few fairly good, but most 
of them the exact opposite of all 
that is good or pleasing to the sight. 

The Scott catalogue cuts are fairly 
plain, but they are nothing but very 
poor counterfeits. They have been 
drawn in imitation of the stamps, 
and asa result the design is fre- 
quently far from what it really ought 
to be. Some of the illustrations do 
not agree at all in construction with 
the model from which they were 
taken. Lines are left out and lines 
are put in. Portraits are dishgured 
to a sufficient extent to give grounds 
for a libel suit for defamation of 
character. In one (mis)represeuta- 
tion of Queen Victoria that I recatl 
to mind, the good lady’s nose is 
twisted, she has lost the pupil out 
of one of her eyes, her mouth has 
grown to Ethiopian proportions and 
her hair is as badly rnffled and dis- 
ordered as the Turkish question at 
present. She looks more like she 


had been on a glorious tear than the 
dignified womanly ruler of the great . 
British empire. Itis marked A6, 
and although the grammiar is notof 
the best, I believe this is a shabby 
attempt to excuse the shocking ap- 
pearance of the old lady by saying 
she has been sick, 

This case is given only as an ex- 
ample but there are others galore, 
perhaps uone as picturesquely awful 
as the one I have depicted, but bad 
enough for all practical purposes. 
When the Scott people say that a 
stamp is of a certain type as repre- 
sented in their book they are guilty 
of base misrepresentation, for usu- 
ally it is not so. 

And before going on to consider 
the Bright book I wish to call atten- 
tion to another matter which altho’ 
not under my subject, is somewhat 
related, as it also concerns the sub- 
ject of illustrations, The catalogue 
people offer for sale electrotypes of 
any cut in their book at a imerely 
nominal figure. There are many 
cheap stamps which it will not pay 
to have special dies prepared for the 
purpose of counterfeiting and these 
cheap electrotypes offer an easy way 
of preparing imitations at slight ex- 
pense and corresponding trouble, 
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For these blocks procured at an 
outlay of say fifty cents each, itisa 
simple matter to lock one up in an 
ordinary, printing press and run off 
several thousand copies of the stamp. 
I have several counterfeits which I 
am satisfied were prepared in this 
way as they agree in every particu- 
lar with the catalogue cut. 

Tt is a foolish mistake to compare 
a counterfeit, or a suspected one, 
with a Scott catalogue cut in en- 
deavoring to find out the differences 
between the imitation and the genu- 
ine, For the Scott cut is also buta 
counterfeit and perhaps differs far 
wore from the original than your 
other imitation. 

In point of following the original 
in imitating a stamp the Bright cat- 
alogue is far superior to out Amer- 
ican work, ‘I'he iHustrations used 
in that excellent British production 
are much better than those used on 
this side of the water as they are 
prepared by a superior process. 
They a reproduced by what is known 
as the photographic plan. That is 
a photo is taken of the stamp and 
by means of chemical action this is 
transferred to a copper surface 
where it isetched in and from which 
the printing isdone. By this meth- 
od the illustration will naturally, in 
point of design, agree iu every par- 
ticular with the stamp from which 
it is taken. 

But there ts one very serious fault 
to be found with these illustrations. 
The product is a creditable one when 
the chemical action brings good re- 


sults, but when the acids fail to 
properly do their work the exact 
opposite is true and the results are 
most lamentable. The ‘llustration 
will be din and in some cases the 
details or perbaps even the plainer 
part of the design almost invisible, 
The fine work and the small lines 
in the cuts prepared by this method 
are also Jikely to wear away in the 
course of doing so much printing as 
the turning out of a large cata- 
logue. The of printing 
wears away the finer lines and dims 
the entire desigu. These two causes 
have combined to make the illustra- 
tions In the Bright book uot all that 
they might be. Many are indistinct, 
soine dim, some dimmer and several 
barely visible, while of those that 
are indeed good there are few to be 
noticed. The cuts in this English 
book wonld be very valuable for 
purposes of comparison of couster- 
feit stamps with them with the idea 
of learning the distinctions between 
the imitation and the original were 
it not for the dimmess, and that ren- 
ders them useless for this purpose. 

Another tault in many i}lustra- 
tions whicti I wish to protest against 
is the use of cuts showing the stamp 
as two-thirds or three-fourths of its 
proper size. Itis uo easier to make 
these smaller ones than th ose of the 
proper dimensions, and the appear- 
ance of a smaller stamp is very in- 
ferior aud no matter if it be one of 
the best products of photo engrav- 
ing it will be useless for the purpose 
of comparing with a counterfeit. 


erosion 
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Stamp illustrating today is not, 
by any means, what it should be. 
But in the future this important 
subject should receive the attention 
of our catalogue makers, for it cer- 
tainly is a much needed reform, as 
desirable as any in connection with 
the annual price list. 

The best illustrations of stamps 
can be obtained by the photo meth- 
od as that is the only way in which 
the exact details can be reproduced 
without variation. But this process 
must be much improved over what 
it is as used by the Bright company 
today. Now it is not preferable to 
any other method, but with improve- 
ment and cuts the same size as the 
stauips tt can be made the only prop- 
er way for the reproduction of stamp 
desigus. 

Perhaps the publisher of the phi- 
latelists’ supplement to the Bazarr 
has come nearest to this desired re- 
sult; atany rate the method he uses 
with a few improvements would give 
us that which is desired. These im- 
provements surely are not impossible 
in this ageof invention and progress 
and certainly could be accomplished 


by the outlay of a few dollars and 
the useof a little time in experiment- 
ing on this line, 

This subject is worthy of attention 
from our great publishers. Itis not 
at unimportant oue which can be 
passed by for correction at some fu- 
ture time, which tinie would never 
come. It 15 a serious defect in this 
book of which we are so proud and 
one that demands instant attention, 
To have our carefully-com piled cat- 
alogues blemished with cheap John 


illustrations is foolish and would 
seem to indicate miserly instincts on 
the part of their publishers. Can 
we not have otur most used hand 
books a little better along this line 
even if it adds a few cents to the 
selling price? We will not begrudge 
the extra coin if the poorest thing 
about our catalogues is carrected,

Jbounting Revenues. 


3. 0. BACKER: 


Being a collector of U. S. Reve- 
nues, aid therefore considerably in- 
terested in them, I have taken the 
trouble to examine several collec- 
tions, including one or two of the 
best in the state, and have found 
the first issue invariably mounted 
in the same way 

Perhaps no set of stamps excel in 
beauty of design, ete,, our first issue 
of revenues. Especially is this so if 
we are careful to pick out specimens 
of good color, But who has not 
noticed how this effect is spoiled by 
mounting the eight 25¢ stamps to- 
gether and following them the ten 
5oc, and then the eleven $1 stamps? 
Who has not been made weary when 
showing his stamps toa non-colfect- 
ing friend by the exclamation, when 
he sees the page of 50s, ‘ O, you 
have a lot of tobacco stamps,’’ or 
by asking why so many of the same 
kind were mounted when he saw 
the ros or 25s, and then when the 
difference was explained to have him 
get the last word by saying that they 
are ‘practically the same anyway.” 
Yet, as I have said, I have never 
seen them mounted in a printed or 
blank album in any otber way. 
There may be many collections 
mounted differently, but I have not 
run across them. 

Tiring of what seemed to me such 
an inartistic method, I resolved to 
make a change, and therefore made 
myself a blank album and began 
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experimenting to see if I could im- 
prove matters. 

My plan was simple but the result 
was most satisfactory. It may not 
be new to mauy of you but I give 
it for what is worth. From the cat- 
alogue a list was made of each of 
the different kinds of stamps—the 
pl. card, prop., mortg., conv., in. 
ex., ete., and each of these was 
mounted as if it of itself constituted 
aset. Some of these fill a page of 
my album, the in. ex., and for, ex., 
forexample. Theother pages were 
easily arranged so as to contain two 
or more complete sets and yet have 
the pages well filled without putting 
a part of a set on one page, and the 
rest on another, which to my mind 
always spoils the looks of both the 
set and the page. 


This plan gives a sufhcient varia- 
tion in colors that monotony is 
avoided, while the different sizes 
do not materially effect the arrange- 
ment nor the appearance, ifa little 
care Is taken in mounting them. 
The result more than repaid me for 
my trouble. 

Possibly I may help some of you 
to see the advantages of this method 
of mounting the first issue if I zive 
you a list of the different sets, as I 
made them out.
